Dayan Accepis Likud Offer 


_To Become Foreign Minister 
ὃ By ἢ. Ὁ. 5. Greenway 


JERUSALEM, Mzy 36 (WP).— 
The announcement that Moshe 
Dayan bad been offered and bad 
accepted the post of foreign min- 
ister in a Likud-led coalition gor- 
ernment caused shock, disbelief, 
anger and applause in Israel to- 
day. 

Mr. Dayan's views on foreign 
policy are closer to the Likud 
party's views than to those of 


. his own Labor alignment, the 


party that lost to the ‘Likud in 
last week's election. Mr. Dayan 
agrees With the Likud: that Israel 
should not, at least for the fore- 
seeable future, give up territory 
on the occupied West Bank of 
the Jordan River. Yet, unlike 
some Likud members, he is op- 
posed to annexation of the West 
Bank and would prefer to leave 
it in political limbo. 

Mr. Dayan is one of the ‘best 
known Israelis overseas, The Li- 
kud's Ezer Weizman, who will 
probably be Israel’s next defense 
minister, said that the Likud 
picked Mr, Dayan “first of all 
because he believes in our way 
of thinking concerning how negu- 
tiations should: be carried out 
with. the Arabs and then for his 
stature in the world.” 

Diminished Stature 

_ His stature at home is some- 
what diminished, however, and 
there are many Israelis who still 
blame the former defense min- 
ister for Israel’s early reverses 
in the Mideast war four years 
ago, 

‘Vignal Yadin’s Democratic 
Movement for a Change angrily 
called off today’s scheduled nego- 
tiating session with the Likud 
in order to evaluate what 
Mr, Yedin called “a new situa- 
tion.” Mr. Yadin told Israeli radio 
that the new situation was the 
result of two things—first that 
@ unilateral action on such an 
important post should have taken 
place while negotiations were go- 
ing on with the DMC to form 
2 codlition, without the DMC's 
knowledge, and secondly because 
the appointment -raised questions 
as to “what sort of role and in- 
fluence We may have in the next. 
government concerning foreign 
affairs and security.” 

Several DMC party members 
thought that the move would 
cause Many party members to 
seriously reconsider the advis- 
ability of joining a Likud-led co- 
altition. 

‘Leaders of the Nafional Reli- 
gious party, which is sure to be 
an ally of the Lind in any co- 
glition, applauded the ehoice of 
Mr. Dayan as foreign minister, 

The most serious criticism 
tame from. the Labor party’s 
ranks, Yisrael Kargman, cheir- 


man of the Enesset Finance Com- 
mittee, called Mr. Dayan's defec- 
tion from Labor's ranks “poiliti- 
cal prostitution.” 

A Likud leader, on the other 
hand, said that “crossing the 
floor is not unusual in parlia- 
mentary life. Churchill did it 
twice.” 

Such an abrupt switch is. how- 
ever, unusual in Israel and it is 
viewed here as a manifestation

‘The move follows the arrival 
of large quantities of Soviet arms 
in Ethiopia, including 150 tanks 
and armored personnel carriers, 
and seems to be part of a coor~ 
dinated Soviet-Cuban plan to 
compensate the Marxist regime 
of Col Mengistu Haile Mariam 
for its recent loss of U.S, nuli- 
tary assistance. 

Last month, Ethiopia cui its 
Military ties with the United 
States, abruptly ending two de- 
cades of almost total dependence 
on U.S. arms and military aid. 

‘The Cuban leader's decision to 
become involved in the Ethiopian 
Situation was almost certainly 
made on his visit to Addis Ababa 
in mid-March, during which he 
held Jong, secret talks with Col 
Mengistu and was briefed in de- 
tail on the many troubles facing 
the Ethiopian military govern- 
ment. 

‘The move marks Cuba's second 
military involvement in an Afri- 
ean civil conflict, The first such 
action, in Angola two years aro, 
involved the commitment of 
about 20,000 combat troops, That 
conflict ended in the victory of 
the Soviet and Cuban-backed 
Popular Movement for the Lib- 
eration of Angola (MPLA) over 
two Western-backed factions. 

Cuba has been obliged to keep 
thousands of troops in Angola to 
assure the survival of the MPLA 
government, which is still facing 
® threat from dissident guerril- 
las. 


Mr, Castro's commitment to the 
Ethiopian government could 
eventually prove to be even more 
demanding and costly than that 
to the MPLA in Angola. In ad- 
dition, unlike m the Angolan ci- 
vil war, the Cuban leader this 
time would be pitting his pres- 
tige and his country's limited mil- 
ary manpower against secession- 
ist and opposition groups in 
Ethiopia that hare strong back- 
ing from the oil-producing con- 
servative Arab states. 

Thus Cuba is becoming directly 
involved for the first time in the 
mainstream of Arab as well as 
African politics. 

Considerable Debale 

There is considerable debate in 
Arab and Western diplomatic 
circles here and in Addis Ababa 
about how far Mr, Casiro intends 
to go in his attempt to bolster 
the Ethiopian regime. 

Arab diplomatic sources here 
believe that Cuba is prepared to 
send combat troops as well as 
advisers to Ethiopia. and that 
several thousand Cuban soldiers 
are now on their way to Addis 
Ababa. But Western diplomats 
in the region doubt that Mr. 
Castro bas made up his mind 
to send more than military 
advisers. 

It is thought here that the 
first task of the Cuban military 
advisers wil] be to help command 
and coordinate the operations of 
the huge volunteer peasant army 
the Ethiopian government is now 
forming to fight in the northern 
province of Eritrez and the

Turkey Reports 
Powerful Quake 
Near Iran Border 


ISTANBUL. May 26 'AP1—A 
powerful earthauake hit eastern 
Turkey near the Iranian border 
today, the Eandilli Observatory 
reported. There were no imme- 
diate reports of dattiage or ca- 
sualties, 

aA spokesman at the observato- 
ry, the most sophisticated seismic 
monitoring station in Turkey, 
said that the tremor occurred ai 
4:38 am, local time. and that 
the epicenter was about 940 miles 
east of Istanbul in the Muradive 
District of Van Provines. 

He called the eurthquake “po 
erful.” but sid that exact read- 
ings were not obtained. He seid 
that it “might couse rroperty 
damage ag well a5 casualties” he- 
cause of the flimsy houses m 
that rural and impovershed part 
of Turkey. Most are buiit of 
stones held together br mud. 

The spokestrran said that to- 
day's quake was “less severe” than 
ἃ quake in the area last Novem- 
ber. The November quake regis- 
tered 7.5 on the open-ended Rich- 
ter scale. destroying 109 rtillsres 
and claiming more than 4,000 
lives.

Increasing Conflicts 

It is 8 problem that each year 
grows more acute throughout 
Indonesia—the increasing con- 
flicts between the widely disparate 
races. nationalities and cultures 
bound together only by ceniral- 
ized rule from Java, on which 
80 million of Indonesia's 135 mil- 
lion people live. 

The Javanese arrived here 
shortly after Indonesia declared 
its independence and after Pres- 
ident Sukarno decided in 1950 
that the entire archipelago should 
come under the rule of Jakarta. 

Ambon still bears the scars of 
those early years. “I remember 
it well, and so do most of my 
friends. The 375 planes, that's 
how many we counted, they 
leveled the town with their 
bombs until it looked like an 
airstrip," said an elderly Ambo- 
nese, 

The suerrilla movement quickly 
Spread through the Moluccas 
afterwards, ‘Thousands of sup- 
posed separatists were rounded 
up or chased into the jungles of 
nearby islands. Hundreds of 
others were put to death for col- 
laboration with what became 
kmown as the “RMS.” or the 
Republic of the South Moluccas. 
Tt is this early group, it seems, 
thet the terrorists in the Nether- 
lands today take as their spiritual 
forebears. 

It was about that time, too, 
that thousands of Moluccans, 
particularly those from Ambon 
who now form the core of the 
40,000 South Moluccans in the 
Netherlands. left their bomes 
and went to Amsterdam. Fam- 
ites and friends split at that 
time. 

Longtime residents say that 
life in Ambon has not changed 
much since it was rebuilt after 
the Indonesian bombing. 

There is little industry. The 
cloves and nutmeg have to he 
sent a thousand miles eastward 
to Java for processing and sale. 
The local merchanis say most 
of the profits seem somehow to 
go to the Chinese or Javanese 
middlemen.

Nuclear Fallout 


Shows Decline, 
U.K. Study Says 


LONDON, May 536 (UPI).—The 
amount of nuclear fallout, such 
as eaesium-137, in the air declined 
sharply last year, according to a 
report by the British Atomic 
ner: Authority published to- 

Ry. 

It said nuclear fallout in the 
United Kingdom last year was 
one-third of the 1975 figure and 
the lowest since measurements 
began in 1953. In the southern 
hemisphere, it was half that re- 
corded in 1975. 

The report said no nuclear fall- 
out was detected in the United 
Kingdom from the low-yield 
Chinese nuclear test on Jan. 24 
of last year but 8. significant 
amount was detected in Hong 
Eong. 

The Chinese test on Sept. 26 of 
last year resulted in deposits of 
short-lived iodine-131 in the 
United Kingdom. Although this 
was less than one-tenth of that 
from Soviet tests in 1962, it was 
the highest level recorded since 
then. 

The report estimated the 
workiwide deposits of cnesium-137 
and strontium-90 and said both 
are continuing to decrease from 
peaks in 1965.

Podgorny Ouster Cranks Up Speculation Mill

MOSCOW, May 28 (WP!.—The

Mr, Podgorny’s supposedly 
waning Influence and other in- 
firmities—he is 74—were cited as

But not Isately, Indeed, Mr. 
Podgormy had rarely been as 
Prominent as he was barely two 
months ago when he travelled 
through southern Africa on a 
tour that was widely regarded 
here and abroad as 5, triumph for 
Kremlin diplomacy in one of the 
world’s most sensitive regions, By 
all accounts, he acquitted him- 
self well there and got what 
seemed a routinely warm wel- 
come home. 

So, dealing with the question 
of why Mr. Podgorny was so 
unceremoniously sacked now—if 
in fact he did not go willingly as 
everyone believes—can only be a 
matter of speculation, informed 
perhaps, but still only conjecture, 
The significance of his departure 
will become clear when his suc- 
cessor as the country's head of 
State ts revealed (Mr, Podgorny 
has not yet-been formally dropped 
from the post, sithough his wame 
has already disappeared from ali 
official pronouncements), That 
should tell us what the effect 
of the change is on the person 
who matters most in determining 
Soviet policy: Party general sec- 
retary Leonid Brezhnev. 

But unless Mr. Podgorny him- 
self or some other Kremlin prin- 
ctpal writes bis memoirs, the way 

Nikita Ehrushchev did after he

are that we will never know 
with certainty what the conflict 
was that brought him down.

title and the senior state post. 
The issue came up because the 
change was to coincide with the 
announcement of a new Soviet 
constitution. Mr. Podgorny balk- 
ed and in a showdown Mr. 
Brezhnev won. 

ο Mr: Brezhnev is consolidat- 
ing his already vast powers and 
wanted to move Premier Alexei 
Kosygin, who is 13 and suffered 
a serious heart attack last sum- 
mer, into the essentially ceremo- 
nial post of president so that an 
all-out Brezhnev man could be 
made premier. Once again. Mr. 
Podgorny resisted to the point 
of losing out altogether, 

@ Mr. Brezhnev has another 
candidate for the job in his 
faithful aide, Andrei Kirilenko, 
or the party’s long-time senior 
ideologist Mikhail Susiov. Mr. 
Podgorny was Mever especially 
close to the party leader. so at 
the first available opportunity he 
was fired. He could have stayed 
on in 8, lesser capacity, but 
refused. 

Φ One of the relatively younger 
men in the Politburo—there are 
three still in their 50s—will be 
promoted into a position that 
affords greater visibility if only 


vague authority. As With the 
other theories, it was Mr, Pod- 
gorny's refusal to siep down that 
cost him some kind of a causola= 
tion prize. 

e A full-fledged Kremlin power 
struggle is under way in which 
the ouster of ‘Mr, Podgorny is 
only the first round of what could 
be many other big changes 
Exactly who will emerge 45 pres~ 
ident has not yet been decided. 

This last version is perhaps the 
most exciting to those Kremlin 
watchers for whom the recent 
years hate been frustratingly 
stable. The most important un- 
derlying issue in all these sce~- 
narios though is the succession 
to Mr. Brezhnev himself. And 
the end of Mr. Podgorny mus, be 
seen as part of that process, τὸ 
matter what the reason for it. 

Mr. Brezhnev is plainly prepar~ 
ing a legacy. After more than & 
deeade of internal debate. he has 
finally managed to bring ferth a 
new constitution to replace the 
one Stalin had written in 1935 
and 8. national anthem to replace 
one whose lyrics were discredited 
as Stalin was, 

The 70-year-old party leader 
obviously has a vision of how 
the world and his Kremlin en- 
tourage should look as he, at the 
height of his power but in un= 
certain health, faces the future. 
The one thing we know now that 
we could only guess at before is 
that Mr. Podgorny did not fit 
into that vision. 


Brezhnev Aide Promoted 

MOSCOW, May 26 (Reuters). 
—The chief of the Soviet Young 
Communist League has been 
named to a key post in the 
Kremlin, a move seen as further 
Strengthening Mr. SBreshnev's 
Position.

The administration seems to have modl- 
fied the strategic arms limitation proposais 
Secretary Vance took to Moscow last March. 
The position then Was that the Soviets 
could have 11} a negotlated mutual reduc- 
tion in strategie nuclear arms thdt would 
include limits on the American Cruise mis- 
Sile or «2! a treaty that merely ratified the 
relatively high ceilings on such Weapons 
that the two sides agreed to in Vladivostok 
in 1974—but which would defer the {mposi- 
tion of any limits on the development of 
Cruise missiles ‘and on the Soviet Backfire 
bomber. which the United States had been 
insisting to be considered ἃ strategic Weapon 
if our Cruise missile was to be considered 
one, 

We pen off the Backfire in parentheses 
because it isn't now and never was central 
to the contention. The contention concerns 
the U.S Cruise missile. which has become 
something of an obsession with the Soviet 
Union, The change in the American posi- 
tion is that the administration is now evi- 
dently prepared to agree to some kind of 
temporary slowdown on the Cruise without 
getting a substantiai arms-cut agreement at 
the same time. As we understand the con- 
tours of the deal Mr. Vance has been allud- 
ing to—the “framework” for a SALT If 
agreement. which he spoke of after his talks 
in Geneva with Mr. Gromyko—what the 
United States is now willing to agree ta is 
this: A formal treaty, running until 1985, 
that would incorporate numerical ceilings on 
Strategic weapons at approximately the 
Viadivostok levels: an associated protocol, 
running for only three years. that would put 
some kind of limits on ground and sea- 
launched Cruise missiles. the Backfire and 
possibly mobile missiles: and an accompany- 
ing statement of principles. which would 
enntain a joint commitment to seek reduc- 
tlons in the next SALT round. 

On the basis of this skimpy outline of 


known and zuessed-at facts, it is not possible 
to reach any firm conclusions. But a few 
general observations can be made, One is 
that it is welcome news that the negotia- 
tions are going forward in a less show-biz 
mode than before—minus both the outside 
delegation and the high noon rhetoric that 
were part of that delegation'’s send-off. 
Both, we calculate. contributed to the trouble 
In Moscow in March. Mr. Vance. 2 well- 
trained professional. appears to have re- 
stored an element of professionalism to the 
proceedings. He did not take everyone but 
the parlor mald with him this time, and 
there was a notable absence of public bean- 
spilling in advance of the journey. Again, 
tt is good news that serious political bar- 
gaining has evidently been taking place. 

No one should think. however, that even 
without the Cruise missile, Backfire and pos- 
sibly some other weapons, the Vladivostok 
veilings will be simple to negotiate. There 
are some formidable substantive matters and 
also matters of verification t be dealt with. 
and the treaty. protocalprinciples formula 
could carry its own problems and risks. The 
Russians are not crazy to be so concerned 
with the American Cruise missile: It could 
negate the effect of their huge investment 
in a better military balance (for themselves) 
in Europe. and it could play havoc with the 
strategic balance between the two super- 
powers. But then, so could some of the 
weapons now in place and coming along in 
the Soviet arsenal, The point is to get a 
good trade. What remains to be seen {s 
whether Cruise-missile development can be 
deferred in a way that will neither neutralize 
its importance as @ lever to a sound and 
secure strategic arms limitation mor lose 
the prospective benefits the technology 
might provide for the conventional defense 
of Europe. That. presumably, is also what 
remains to be negotiated.

Taking Aim at Arms Sales 


President Carter's new guidelines to curb 
arms sales abroad amount to a statement of 
intentions. and 8.5 such they are admirable, 
Though less strong than some had hoped. 
they are clear in purpose and direction. But 
it will be 8 year or more before anyone can 
know whether they will, in fact, reduce 
American arms sales significantly. 

The guidelines call only for shipments to 
be reduced, by an unstated amount, from the 
anticipated total for fiscal 1977 of $9 to $10 
billion. Reductions will not even begin until 
Oct, 1. No serious effort was made to pare 
down the $32 billion in arms already con- 
tracted ‘for and scheduled to be shipped in 
the next six years. Most important. efforts 
to set a “substantial” cutback target were 
defeated. Advocates of cutbacks had to 


settle for a high future ceiling, Still, the 
guidelines are welcome, especially the state- 
ment of principle that sales now will be 
approved only to advance American foreign 
policy and security interests, not for com- 
mercial advantage. Other guidelines inhibit 
sales of highly sophisticated weapons and 
bar inducements to other countries to bulld 
weapons plants. And the President has 
ordered a halt to promotion of arms sales. 
There are many loopholes, secured by the 
Pentagon. But the guidelines represent vic- 
tories in principle for the State Department. 
Whether it can resist the pressures likely to 
come from the military. American arms pro- 
ducers and foreign buyers remains to be 
seen,

“There is no doubt in my mind 
that there is an intensified feel- 
ing among Western investors that 
they want to get out of South 
Africa.” This was the gloomy 
private opinion of a top Amer- 
ican investment banker in London 
this week. It came hard om the 
heels of a statement issued by 
the chairman of the giant South 
African mining end industrial 
company Anglo-American: “The 
rest of the ‘world is recovering 
slowly from 8 very severe eco- 
nomic downturn.” Harry Oppen- 
heimer said, “and the fact that 
South Africa is not sharing 85 
it should in this improvement is 
due principaily to political rather 
than economic circumstances,” 

The business community in 
South Africa is now becoming one 
of the major pressures on Prime 
Minister Vorster for radical so- 


cial and political change. They . 


argue that the Western business 
community still has enormous 
goodwii to South Africa, that 
over the years they have found 
it one of the most profitable areas 
of the world to invest in and that 


- if-the- changes are not much 


delayed South Africa can bounce 


- back to its former booming héalth. 


Yet the increasing stridency of 
the business community is can- 
celed out by the gathering hysteria 
of 2 sizable portion of the white 
electorate that sees what it τον 
gards as a black Marxist tide ad- 
vancing step by step to South 
Africa's own borders.

Investigators said.that ballistic 
tests showed that one of the pis- 
tols was the ‘gun that seriously 
wounded Capt. Garcia Plate 
Valle, 2 Spanish military attaché, 
on Oct. 8.

—The federal government. seek- 
ing information on criminal 
activity. spent nearly $2.7 million 
last year to listen in on people's 
telephone conversation but only 
@ little more than 50 per cent 
of the wiretaps Jed to prosecu- 
tions, according to an official 
report. 

More than 140.000 conversa- 
tions were bugged, the Justice 
Department report said. 

It said that the government 
installed 136 court-approved wire- 


taps and bugs last year, more’ 


than in any year since 1970, 
when ther were 179 cases of 
federal eavesdropping. There 
were 106 federal taps and bugs 
in 1975. 

The Justice Department did 
not expjain the reason for the 
increase in wiretaps last year 
but greater efforts to investigate 
drug trafficking, organized crime 
and white-collar crime may have 
accounted for it. 

The average cost of operating 
an electronic eavesdropping in- 
tereeption rose to more than 
$19,000 last year. compared with 
$12.773 in 1975. The report said 
that most of the expense was 
for the salaries of investigators 
monitoring the eavesdropping de- 
vices. The average federal wire- 


tap was conducted for 20 days.”

BONN. May 5386 'UPI).—The 
opposition Christian Democratic 
Union said today that it would 
introduce a parliamentary motion 
of no confidence in Chancellor 
Helmut Schmidt on the basis of 
a Constitutional Court ruling 
against him. Helmut Kohl. the 
CDU leader, who was defeated 
narrowly by Mr. Schmidt in last 
October's election, and Bavarian 
ally Franz Josef Strauss, head of 
the Christian Social Union, told 
newsmen that Mr. Schmidt should 
step down in view of the court 
ruling yesterday. 

The court seid that Mr. 
Schmidt violated the Constitution 
when he was finance minister in. 
1978 by spending 2 billion deutsche 
marks ($847 million) in surplus 
funds without the approval of 
the parliament. Government 
spokesman Klaus Boelling said 
yesterday that the money was 
spent to help meet the oil crisis 
of 1918.

Study Cites Risk 
On Heart Drug 


WASHINGTON. May 26 'WP). 
—Ten years ago. leaders of the 


medical research establishment 
led a chorus of acclaim for the 
apparent potential of a preserip- 
tion drug called atromid-S to 
prevent heart attacks. 

The effectiveness of atromid in 
preventing heart attacks has yet 
to be established. But 8. report 
published today on a study in 
men shows 2 54-per-cent higher 
incidence of gall-bladder disease 
in atromid users than in com- 
parable nonusers. 

On the basis of the report. the 
Health Research Group. which 
is affiliated with Ralph Nader, 
petitioned the Food and D.ug 
Administration to start proceed- 
ings to take atromid off the mar~ 
ket. An FDA spokesman said the 
agency will study the report, 
published in the New England 
Journal of Medicine. The manu- 
facturer is Ayerst Laboratories 
Division of American Home Prod- 
ucts Corp.

“EW YORE (NYT).—Some have hailed ἐξ 88 a breakthrough in 
the battle against obesity. Others say lt ts no more than # gim- 
mick that will pass into obscurity before next year. 

But whatever its future, talk of the “revolutionary” new diet 
is on everyone's lips—and the faith it inspires has liquid protein 
drinks passing through many of those lips, 

The regime, known formally as the Protein Sparing aicdified 
Fast. is based on ἃ product that’s at least 20 years old. But- 
Dr. Robert Linn, an osteopath, put it on the dietary map earlier 
this year with his book, “The Last Chance Diet.” 

In pursuit of that “last chance,” dieters forgo ali food and 
subsist on a liquid protein supplement until they have lost their 
desired weight, 

The liquid js said to taste dreadful, even when mixed, as sug- 
gested, with water or low-calorie soda, And i is an expensive 
source of protein: A pint, which lasts slightly more than three days, 
was selling for between $5.79 snd $7.25 in a recent tour of New 
York stores; a quart was $10 to $12, depending on the brand. 

Bearing such names ss Prolinn, Gro-Lean, Super Pro-Gest, 
LPP or EMF. the Hquid protein serves as the sole sustenance for 


the diets adherent, The dally supplement of about five ounces, . 


worth about 300 calories, makes the crucial difference between 
drastic, rapid weight loss of the modified fast and the total starva- 
tion of a true fast. 

Most of the supplements in demand today are enzyme hydrolized 
collagen, taken from the Rbrous protein collagen that is found in 
a variety of animal tissues and then converted in ‘laboratories to ἃ 
vaguely gelatinous liquid. 

Most labels specify that the product is predigested, an woappetiz- 
ing term that means the first step of the digestive process—partly 
separating the protein into its amino acids—is conducted outside the 
human body, Predigestion rids the product of carbohydrates and 
fats, though some manufacturers later replace small aces of the 
earbohrdrates, 

If a person were to truly fast, the metabolic system, deprived of 
the glucose necessary for the brain, would tum for fuel to the 
muuscies, heart, kidneys or other parts of the anatomy known as 
Jean body mass. The liquid supplement intervenes, sparing those 
repositories of protein, so that the body burns away fat instead. 
Also, because protein is the body's chief source of nitrogen, the liquid 
maintains the proper nitrogen belance. 

Dieters are also advised to take an assortment of vitamins and 
minerals—potassium and folic acid in particular—and to drink 
generous quantities of such fluids as water, coffee and dietetic soda. 

The results can be startling, At a recent hospital seminar on 
the regime, it was reported that one man on such a diet had shed 
321 pounds in 365 days. 

Twenty pounds, much of it fluid, is considered an average drop. 
for the first month, After that, the loss levels off 2 bit bot con- 
tinues at a steady and impressive rate. 

Although the diet is the cocktail party topic of the moment— 
among people who are sipping supplement instead of martinis, of 
course—the product has long been used by weight lifters, body 
builders and health food customers who wanted to augment the 
protein component of their normal diet. 

There is also substantial medical precedent for the use oF the 
liquid protein in weight reduction: It was first used for people too 
sick to eat. 

“We got into this through the side door,” said Dr .George Biack- 
burn, who is credited with developing the concept of the protein- 
sparing fast. Dr, Blackburn is associate professor of surgery at 
Harvard Medical School and director of the intensive-care unit at 
New England Deaconess Hospital. 

“I was daily facing people who were losing weight because they 
were very ill, and when you're ili, that loss comes from important 
body tissues, muscles, bone marrow and blood,” he said. “The goal 
became to reduce the amount of protein beg burned off [from 
those critical parts of the body], 60 we started giving protein through 


Dr. Blickburn and ἃ team of colleagues began to appty the same 
principles to obese but healthy patients with the use of lean meat, 
poultry or fish, which, he explained, met the same protein require- 
ments 45 Kquids or powders created in the laboratory.
